Wills and the Wills Bales company— ttie boy's 
father and Ihe company with which the son 
was formerly n.'Lsoclaled, Tlie suit ch;iri;ed 
violation of celllntt price.i on tractors and 
farm machinery, the amount representing 
three times the exce.S5 chiirgi' wlileh the OPA 
declares the company realized, in accordance 
with the "treble t!amijKi'-s pnivlsluii ot tlie 
emergency price eontrol act. " 

Of course It wa.s a coincidence thai the 
lather should get word o( his .son's death one 
day and be sued by the OPA on the day tol- 
lowlne. And It Is only fair to presume lliat 
the suit wa.i tiled with the OPA as yet having 
no knowledge of the family's misfortune. 

Dut there Is one conclusion that enn be 
drawn. It is fortunate Ihnt Wesley probably 
went to his death with no knowledge that his 
father and their company would be .sued by 
n govcrnmenl agency the day after the tra- 
gedy became known. Otherwl.'ie, it might have 
blighted the final fleeting tiiought.^ of thi.i 
gallant young man as he went to his death 
fighting for his country. 



LET'S ALL tlE GOOD SPORTS 
Still 54.000 short of the county'.s goal, Ihose 
who have been working faithfully on the war 
lund drive find themselves confronted with 
the same old story.

MANDATORY RETURN— CAMOUFLAGE 
The U. 3, treasury department on many 
occasions has attempted to take from com- 
munity property states like Idaho the right 
for man and wife to file individual income 
tax returns, and up to now all such efforts 
have failed. 

Nevertheless the treasury department Is 
Intent upon making Joint returns mandatory, 
even If It has to resort to camouflage. 

Rep. Frances P. Bolton of Ohio has called 
attention to the wording of the new revenue 
hill now before congress, as It relates to 
credits for minimum normal tax. It reads as 
follows: 

"Married person living with husband or 
■ wile: In the case of a married person living 
with husband or wife, if a Joint return Is 
Jlled-or If one spouse hasi-no-gross Jncome.- 
a personal exemption of 51,200; or If each 
' has^a gross Income and no Joint return Is 
filed, a personal exemption of 5500. If a Joint 
return Is filed, the husband and wife shall 
receive btit one personal exemption of (1,200 
In the aggregate." 

There you have It, as Representative Bol- 
ton points out. A penalty for filing rctuma 
Indlrtdually; a bonus for those who will ac- 
cept 'jsooiethlnK they do not want.
